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LET THERE BE LIGHT 


Although the X-ray eaission from a CRT screen is considered 
safe, the FCC now has standards by which all new terainals 
(monitors) aust qualify. “But there are other probleas", 
according to Dr. Norbert Kastner, who has been preparing 
studies on “computer people" for the past two years. 


According to his report, body and eye fatigue are the direct 
results of prolonged CRT use. The cures, however, are 
simple: Keep the CRT at eye level to prevent poor posture. 
Avoid using dorect lighting, which produces a glare, or 
fluorescent lighting which ’flickers’ ub tise wuth tge CRT 
display. And finally, exercise your eyes: Every twenty 
minutes, focus your eyes away from the CRT face. Nove thea 
far left, right, up, and down, holding each position for a 
few seconds.
